This document contains a brief bibliography of 
peer-reviewed literature, with abstracts, on family caregiving. it is 
one of 12 bibliographies on aging prepared by the National 
Agricultural Library for its "Pathfinders" series of publications. 
Topics covered by the other 11 bibliographies include aging parents, 
adult children, dementia and Alzheimer's disease in the elderly

Conf renters 
differ from avoiders and deniers in their ability to express 
strong negative emotions, such as anger, to themselves and 
others, and in the skill with which they seek and use social 
support. Adult children and spouses feel a F*-rong sense of 
obligation, guilt, resentment or anger, and loss. Adult children 
fear living to be old-old and acquiring the parent's illness.
